We  do  not  know  that  we  can  11 11  reserved ly 
accept  the  advice  of  the  chief  ot  police  when 
he  says; — "Let  the  people  confide  in  the 
government  whose  words  and  acts  will  ever 
be  dictated  by  respect  for  truth  and  by  the 
desire  lo  defend  national  guarantees" — for 
as  a  rule  the  conduct  of  those  in  authority 
proves  llie  contrary.  We  can  heartily  sym- 
pathize witli  the  government,  however,  in 
the  efforts  it  is  making  to  keepdown  disorder 
and  to  check  tlie  spreading  of  false  and  mis- 
chievous rumors  intended  to  unsettle  confi- 
dence and  stir  up  disorder.  It  has  been 
most  unfortunate  for  the  government  of 
Vice-President  Floriano  Peixoto  that  it 
adopted  a  policy  of  reprisals  and  persecu- 
tion. Had  it  avoided  the  slightest  appear- 
ance of  a  purpose  to  overthrow  all  the  state 
governments  who  accepted  Gen.  Deodoro's 
second  dictatorship,  and  had  it  treated  the 
defeated  schemers  with  less  animus,  its 
position  to-day  would  have  been  much 
stronger,  As  the  case  now  stands,  an  illegal 
and  revolutionary  act  by  one  parly  was 
defeated,  and  properly  so,  by  force,  and 
then  punished  by  acts  equally  illegal  and 
revolutionary.  The  natural  result  of  this 
is  intrigue  and  counter-movements,  It  is 
probably  true  that  the  great  part  of  the  ru- 
mors about  military  revolts  and  revolution- 
ary plots  are  pure  fictions,  sometimes  sprin- 
ging from  excited  imaginations,  but  more 
frequently  set  afloat  by  intriguing  politicians 
and  unscrupulous  speculators.  Were  it  pos- 
sible lo  fix  tlieoiigin  of  these  disquieting  ru- 
mors we  should  not  be  sorry  to  see  their 
authors  punished.  In  a  few  cases,  perhaps, 
they  are  based  on  real  conspiracies, '  which 
are  defeated  of  course  by  the  amusing  fact 
thai  everybody  knows  their  intentions.  The 
Brazilians,  it  we  are  to  judge  by  these  occur- 
rences, are  very  poor  conspirators,  for  they 


no  sooner  fix  a  day  for  the  blow  than  they 
themselves  run  out  to  an  Ouvidor  cafe*  to 
proclaim  it  to  the  whole  world.  If  the  chief 
of  police  will  shut  up  a  few  of  these  theatrical 
conspirators  in  the  penitentary  for  sixty 
days,  perhaps  ihey  will  turn  their  attention 
to  something  more  honest  and  less  dan- 
gerous. 


It  is  said  that  a  moratorium  of  three 
years  lias  been  given  to  the  Obras  Publicas 
company  by  the  bancs,  for  the  payment  of 
its  debts.  In  our  opinion  this  is  a  serious 
mistake,  unless  it  is  accompanied  by  a 
provision  giving  the  creditors  a  principal 
part  in  the  administration  of  the  company's 
affairs.  It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  the 
embarrassments  of  the  company,  which  is 
the  owner  of  several  very  valuable  proper- 
ties, such  as  the  Lloyd  Ilrazileiro,  is  prima 
facie  evidence  of  gross  incompetency,  or 
worse,  on  the  part  of  its  directors.  An  ex- 
tension of  time  therefore  should  he  accom- 
panied by  some  guarantee  of  a  better 
administration,  and  of  the  realization  of 
economies  out  of  which  these  debts  are  to 
be  liquidated.  As  a  rule  these  moratoriums 
are  little  belter  than  deliberate;  swindles,  for 
they  bar  the  way  to  an  equitable  liquidation 
and  enable  the  debtor  to  realize  more  out 
of  his  embarrassed  aflairs  than  he  otherwise 
could.  If  his  affairs  could  be  administered 
by  his  creditors  and  for  their  joint  benefit, 
then  something  like  good  management 
might  be  expected;  but  in  llie  case  of  a 
hopelessly  insolvent  company,  or  individual, 
who  cannot  hope  to  clear  away  so  heavy  a 
burden  of  indebtedness  by  ordinary  means, 
an  extension  of  lime  without  any  such 
guarantee  is  simply  folly.  A  bail  business 
ought  always  to  be  liquidated  the  very 
moment  its  character  is  demonstrated,  for  it 
then  represents  the  minimum  of  certain 
loss.  Here,  however,  it  is  the  practice  to 
never  close  up  such  a  business,  conse- 
quently its  liabilities  are  not  only  steadily 
increasing,  but  the  business  community  is 
always  burdened  and  undermined  by  a  lot 
of  rotten  concerns.  Thespcculations  of  the 
last  two  years  has  filled  the  country  with  a 
large  number  of  pretentious  enterprises, 
wlmse  capital  is  just  about  as  tangible  as 
their  objects.  The  indebtedness  of  these 
concerns  to-day  is  large  enough  to  cause  a 
very  serious  crisis,  and  it  would  be  wise  lo 
close  them  up  just  as  rapidly  as  the  oppor 
Utilities  are  given.  Commerce,  industry 
and  sound  enterprise  will  not  miss  them  in 
the  least ;  on  the  contrary  the  country  has 
everything  lo  gain  from  clearing  away  so 
much  rubbish. 


AccoRmxc;  to  private  accounts  from  Santos 
the  situation  in  that  city  has  become  some- 
thing indescribable,  The  authorities  are 
clearly  incompetent  lo  grapple  with  the 
epidemic  there,  and  the  assistance  ffoui 
private  sources  is  totally  inadequate.  TOne 
of  our  informants  advises  us  that  our  notice 
to  the  effect  that  special  trains  had  been 
inaugurated  on  the  Sao  Paulo  railway  to 
enable  business  men  to  sleep  in  the  city  of 
Sao  Paulo,  was  a  mistake,  as  no  such  trains 
have  been  started.  He  also  insists  lhat  this 
important  corporation,  which  could  do  so 
much  to  relieve  the  traffic  pressure  there,  as 
well  as  to  assist  a  great  number  of  people 
to  escape  the  risks  of  sleeping  in  Santos, 
has  done  almost  nothing  and  refuses  to 
take  any  steps  toward  that  end.  We  must 
confess  that  we  do  not  like  to  believe  that 
so  rich  and  powerful  an  English  company, 
such  as  that  of  the  S.  Paulo  railway,  could 
or  would  permit  its  selfish  interests  Lo  siand 
in  the  way  of  relieving  a  city  stricken  to 
death  with  fever.  The  English  are  cele- 
brated for  their  charily  as  well  as  for  their 
business  enterprise.  U  the  superintendent 
is  refusing  to  do  what  every  one  feels  it 
necessary  to  do  for  the  relief  of  the  suffering 
inhabitants  ot  Santos,  heis  makinga  serious 
mistake.  JVVc  have  always  maintained  that 
he  could  have  done  much  a  long  time  ago 
to  relieve  the  "  block  "  in  that  port  which 
has  resulted  in  keeping  a  hundred  and 
more  vessels  there  to  endure  the  perils  of  a 
fever  season  in  Santos,  How  many  lives 
have  been  lost  through  this  no  one  will  ever 
be  able  to  estimate,  but  that  it  has  led  to 
such  a  loss  as  well  as  to  incalculable  pre- 
judices to  trade  and  industry  no  01m  can 
successfully  deny.  As  we  have  before  said, 
we  do  not  like  to  believe  that  an  English 
railway  lias  been  the  means  of  accentuating 
the  distress  and  prejudice  which  has  been 
experienced  in  Santos,  and  we  should 
therefore  like  to  hear  what  it  has  done  to 
meet  the  emergency  ami  why  it  has  not 
done  more. 


We  sincerely  trust  that  the  friends  of  the 
movement  for  founding  a  hospital  in  this 
city  for  English-speaking  people  will  not 
forget  lhat  it  siill  lacks  much  money  to 
insure  its  complete  success.  Enough  has 
been  received  for  the  purchase  of  an  excep- 
tional)' convenient  and  suitable  property, 
and  there  may  perhaps  be  enough  to  carry 
out  the  changes  and  improvements  needed 
to  fit  the  old  buildings  for  hospital  purposes, 
but  this  is  far  from  what  will  be  eventually 
required  in  order  to  enable  the  association 
to  meet  all  demands  upon  it  and  to  be  ready 
for  any  emergency.  At  least  twice  the 
present  subscription  is  required  to  meet  all 
these  necessities,  and  it  is  therefore  desirable 
that  every  intending  subscriber  should  ad- 
vise the  treasurer  what  he  proposes  to  give. 
It  may  be  that  die  building  will  not  be 
ready  for  use  before  the  season  closes,  but 
the  directors  are  hurrying  the  work  forward 
as  rapidly  as  possible  and  may  be  able— if 
their  funds  are  sufficient— to  get  a  part  of 
the  building  ready  for  use  sometime  next 
month,  It  must  be  remembered  that  a  full 
purse  can  do  wonders  in  an  emergency  ;  if 
it  is  desired  to  get  the  place  ready  for  occu- 
pancy at  once  the  means  must  be  furnished 
for  that  purpose.

iVA  VtGA  TLON  OF  THE  PILCOMA  YO. 

The  explorer  Mr,  Olal  Storm  has  laid  before 
government  an  interesting  report  on  die  queslion 
of  the  navigation  of  the  river  Pilconiayo.  We 
gather  from  this  report  lhat  the  Pilconiayo  from 
llie  mouth  to  a  point  culled  Las  Juntas  has  a  width 
of  about  too  feet,  llie  banks  011  either  side  being  15 
to 20  feet  high.  The  velocity  of  the  current  is  be- 
tween \%  and  2  link's  an  hour.  The  depth  varies 
considerably,  and  ihere  are  many  shallow  parts 
which  must  be  crossed  in  .small  boats,  The  river, 
of  course,  is  navigable  all  the  year  round  for  smalt 
boats,  and  the  stumps  which  here  and  there  render 
navigation  dangerous,  may  be  removed  without 
much  difficulty.  The  banks  are  covered  with 
luxuriant  vegetation,  and  at  a  little  distance  from 
the  moulh  there  are  foresls  of  valuable  timber. 
The  camps,  moreover,  are  excellenl.  When  the 
river  rises,  the  aspect  is  completely  altered.  The 
high  banks  disappear,  and  the  waters  in  some  parts 
overflow.  This  rising  is  not  of  a  periodical  char- 
acter and  never  lasls  long. 

Passing  Las  Juntas,  the  most  Striking  feature  is 
the  sudden  depression  of  the  soil,  and  llie  hanks  of 
llie  river  are  hardy  3  feet  high.  The  width  of  the 
river  diminishes  by  about  30  feet.  The  river  be- 
comes more  meandering.  The  quebracho  ami 
guayacan  trees  disappear.  Their  place  is  usurped 
by  the  willow  and  the  palm.  K  large  expanse  of 
camp  s tree tches  from  the  river's  banks  in  a  limit 
marked  by  a  range  of  trees,  which  would  seem  lo 
indicate  the  extent  of  former  iniiudalions.  When 
the  river  is  low  the  eye  can  easily  delect  the  beds 
ot  numerous  branches. 

At  about  80  yards  from  Las  Juntas,  there  Hows 
an  arroyo,  or  smalt  river,  on  the  Paraguayan  side. 
This  arroyo  has  a  picturesque  fall.  From  this 
point  llie  bed  of  the  Pdramayo  is  (1[  a  very  fine 
sand,  There  is  no  longer  any  trace  of  "tosca." 
At  a  hundred  miles  (rum  Las  Juntas,  nt  a  point 
called  Mont  Negro,  the    ground    begins    gradually 

10  rise  and  at  the  same  lime  the  vegetation  changes. 
The  palm-groves  disappear  completely,  and  an  in- 
meitse  forest  begins  of  quebracho  limber,  gigantic 
iirundays,  guayacan,  jacarnnda  ami  other  native 
limber,  all  of  incalculable  wealth.  This  forest 
extends  to  a  point  known  as  Los  Kapidos,  about  90 
miles  from  Morn  Negra,  The  river  too  changes. 
Tlie  current  becomes  swiller  and  there  are  a 
number  of  rapids,  rendering  navigation  extremely 
dangerous.  In  fact  this  part  of  the  river  is  only 
navigable  when  the  waters  are  swollen.  From 
Los  Kapidos  onwards  the  vegetation  again  chan- 
ges, and  tlie  quebracho  forests  make"  room  for 
tlie  "espinillo"  and  "  algarrobo.  "  The  palm- 
groves  again  begin,  forming  llie  limit  oi  what  is 
called  the  Gran  Estero  or  Big  Swamp.  The  soil 
is  very  fertile  all  along  the  banks  of  llie  river,  llie 
layer  of  hum  lis  being  nearly  3  feet  deep.  Here  and 
there  you  find  "lolderias"  or  Indian  settlements. 
The  pasture  is  luxuriant  and  rich.  Clover  abounds, 
ns  well  as  oilier  soft  and 'prized  grasses.  Mr. 
Storm    found    several    cotton. plantations,    llie  seed 

coming  up  strong  and  vigorous,  although  no  care 
had  been  bestowed  on  it,  Wild  tobacco  grows  in 
abundance. 

Mr,  Storm  comes  to  llie  following  conclusions  in 
regard  to  the  Pilconiayo:  (1)  That  it  is  not  navig- 
able, at  least  for  trade  ;  (2)  that  the  west  branch  is 
he  more  important  of  the  two  that  unite  at  Las 
Juntas;  (3)  that  the  Pilconiayo  does  not  rise  or 
swell  periodically;  (4)  that  the  Pilconiayo  very 
probably  disembogues  by  one  or  two  brandies  to 
the  north  in  front  of  Lambare. 

Tlie  queslion  of  llie  navigability  of  the  Pilconiayo 
appears  to  have  been  studied  for  the  last  century 
and  a  half.  Father  Patifio  explored  the  river  in  the 
year  1 721,  He  says  he  was  prevented  by  a  bank 
from  pushing  forward,  He  wailed  for  28  days  lor 
llie  river  lo  rise,  and  then  ascended  (according  to 
his  calculations)  471  leagues, until  compelled  by  the 

Indians    to    rem Father    Cast. in  a  res  explored 

tlie  river  in  1761.  The  shallowness  of  the  water 
prevented  him  from  going  very  far.  In  lb'43,  Gen- 
eral Magariiios  made  an  attempt  10  come  down  the 
Pilcnmayo;  but  was  unable  lo  do  so  owing  to  the 
shallowness  of  the  liver.  In  1844,  Lt.  van  Nivel 
made  a  similar  attempt,  but  tailed  for  the  same 
reason .  The  Fontnua  expedition  in  1SS2.  the 
Theiberg  expedition  in  1884,  tlie  Thouar  expe- 
dition in  1885,  failed  for  the  same  reason.  All 
complained  of  the  shallowness  of  the  water.  Mr. 
Storm  was  delayed  at  one  point  during  74  days  for 
the  same  reason. .  Bui,  even  if  the  river  were  not 
dial  low,  its  navigation  would  be  next  to  impossible, 

11  consequence    of   its    extremely  tortuous    course.

POLICE  ASSAULT. 


A'io  de  Janeiro,  6th  February,  :Sg3. 
To  the  Editor  ofTHE  Rio  News: 

Sir,— With  reference  to  thy  letter  which  appeared 
in  your  last  week's  is-ue  commenting  on  the 
" meekness "  and  "lamb-like  patience"  with 
which  Mr.  Barham,  Mr.  Templeton  and  myself 
bore  our  recent  ill-treatment  from  the  police  of 
this  city,  I  would  beg  to  make  a  few  remarks. 

In  accompanying  the  policemen  after  being 
apprehended  we  had  no  idea  that  we  were  acting 
in  a  manner  that  might  even  suggest  want  of 
courage,  We  imagined  then  and  Still  labour  under 
ihe  delusion  that  a  man  who  breaks  the  law  anil 
refuses  to  appear  before  its  administrators  and 
suffer  the  penalty,  is  not  behaving  in  a  manly  and 
courageous  manner.  As  regards  our  quiescent 
attitude  at  the  moment  of  the  policeman's  sudden 
and  unlooked-for  assault  I  may  say  that  the  blow, 
owing  to  the  darkness,  did  not  appear  to  be  so 
serious  as  it  proved,  Mr.  Templeton  evidently 
did  not  suffer  any  pain  at  all,  and  the  appearance 
of  the  ear  fur  the  fust  few  minutes  was  not  at  all 
alarming,  A  moment's  reflection  convinced  us 
that  such  an  uncalled-for  action  on  the  part  of  the 
policeman  would  receive  fuller  and  more  ample 
punishment  than  we  should  be  able  to  deal  to  him. 
The  fact  that  he  has  not  received  it  in  no  way 
proves  that  our  idea  was  a  mistaken  one.  Should 
he  never  suffer  the  penalty  of  his  cowardly  action 
Brazilian  justice  will  be  no  longer  worthy  of  the 
name,  and  in  another  such  adventure  our  mode  of 
procedure  shall  be  different,  and  quite  unbiased  by 
mistaken  reliance  on  higher  powers. 

The  insults  which  we  received  during  the  night 
and  the  following  day  were  endured  by  us  perhaps 
too  meekly,  but  one  unruly  act  on  our  part  in  the 
presence  of  people  who  were  ignorant  of  the  cause 
of  our  apprehension  might  have  been  turned  to 
account  against  us  in  the  strict  enquiry  which  we 
supposed  was  to  follow. 

I  may  say  in  conclusion  that  1  am  quite  as  deter- 
mined as  "Scot"  to  preserve  my  ears  intact, 
although  I  do  not  proclaim  it  abroad  in  such  an 
emphatic  manner,  The  hints  he  gives  us  will 
prove  very  useful  no  doubt,  and  the  delightfully 
easy  mariner  in  which  he  imagines  a praca,  armed, 
and  on  the  defensive,  can  be  put  hors  de  combat  by 
an  unarmed  Englishman,  must  be  most  encour- 
aging to  us  all. 

My  conduct  throughout,  I  may  add,  would  not 
have  been  Other  than  it  was,  even  had  I  known 
that  it  was  afterwards  to  be  criticised  by  a  "  brither 
Scot."  I  consider  that  it  was  of  the  most  prudent 
and  canny  description,  calculated  to  win  the 
approbation  of  any  Scot,  blessed  with  the  usual 
national  characteristics. 

Mr.  Templet  m  is  at  present  suffering  under  an 
attack  of  yellow  fever  but  1  believe  I  have  ex- 
pressed his  views  in  the  matter.

The  example  which  the  Gen.  sets  before  his 
officers,  however,  is  quite  another  thing. 

—  In  Pardon  the  26th  ult.  there  was  a  collision 
between  a  locomotive  and  a  street -car.  The 
driver  and  two  passengers  of  the  latter  were 
wounded,  while  the  conductor  and  four  passengers 
escaped  unhurt.     The  car  was  very  much  damaged. 

—The  governor  of  Ceara,  unable  to  obtain  a 
quorum,  has  adjourned  the  legislature  to  lune  1st. 
and  ordered  an  election  to  be  held  on  March  31st 
for  filling  the  VKant  seats  of  members  who  have 
resigned,  The  election  will  be  regulated  by  the 
law  of  Jan.  gth,  l88l, 

—It  is  thought  that  the  delay  in  the  publication 
of  the  long-promised  manifesto  of  ex-President 
Cesario  Alvim,  of  Minas,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  he 
is  waiting  to  see  what  turn  present  events  will  take. 
It  appears,  then,  that  we  did  him  injustice  when 
we  said  that  he  had  learned  nothing  by  experience. 

—The  Associacao  Commercial  of  Para  has  138 
members,  of  whom  6  are  honorary.  Thirty-eight 
members  were  admitted  last  year.  The  receipts 
during  the  year  were  9,20o$ooo  and  the  disburse- 
ments  s,666$5o2.  The  money  collected  for  build- 
ing  an  exchange  amounted  at  the  end  of  the  year  to 
2'3,88g$2i9. 

—The  long-expected  manifesto  of  ex-President 
Cesario  Alvim,  of  Minas,  was  finally  published  on 
the  izth  in  the  Movhnento  of  Ouro  Preto.  As  a 
state  paper  it  is  said  to  be  inferior  even  to  the 
message  which  its  author  wrote  for  Gen.  Deodoio 
on  the  occasion  of  the  opening  of  the  constituent 
congress  in  November,  1890, 

—The  lieutenant-governor  of  Piauhy  telegraphs 
that  by  order  of  President  Floriano  Peixoto,  Capt. 
Coriolano  de  Carvalho  e  Silva  has  been  illegally 
placed  in  charge  of  the  state  administration.  The 
lieutenant-governor  protests  against  this  act  of  the 
President.  But  what  is  the  use  of  protesting? 
Are  we  not  under  a  dictatorship? 

—Col.  Euphrasio  Dias.  ex. commander  of  the 
16th  battalion,  was  presented  with  a  banquet  and 
sword  of  gold  at  Bahia  on  the  13th.  He  was  also 
made  "honorary  commander"  of  the  battalion. 
He  is  about  to  go  to  Manaos  lo  settle  affairs  with 
the  recalcitrant  Gov.  Thaumaturge  It  looks  very 
much  as  though  Thaumatur  must  go. 

—At  Santos,  on  the  12th,  the  telegraph  wires 
were  cut  and  the  railway  track  torn  up  by  the 
cartmen  lhat  had  been  engaged  on  the  previous 
day  in  the  fight  with  the  railway  employe's.  This 
gave  rise  to  a  report  that  a  revolution  had  broken 
ont  in  Santos,  A  detachment  of  loo  soldiers  was 
sent  from  Rio  dc  Janeiro  on  the  morning  of  the 
13th  to  put  a  stop  to  these  disturbances. 

—We  have  lost  track  of  the  gubernatorial  suc- 
cession in  the  state  of  Matto  Grosso,  but  it  may  be 
a  good  starting  point  to  note  that  the  provisional 
intendencia  of  Cuyaba  installed  Col.  Luiz  Hene- 
dicto  Pereira  Leite,  elected  vice-governor,  in  the 
gubernatorial  chair  on  the  3rd  inst.  When  the 
Corumba  seceders  get  up  there,  however,  perhaps 
Col.  I.eite  will  have  to  vacate  in  favor  of  some 
other  military  aspirant. 

-For  some  unexplained  reason  the  Pernam- 
buco provisional  junta  wanted  to  know  something 
about  the  production  of  Indian  corn  in  the  muni- 
cipality of  Limoeiro  and  addressed  an  inquiry  to 
the  municipal  junta  to  that  end.  The  reply  was 
highly  characteristic,  and  may  be  summed  up:  — 
1st.  The  production  of  Indian  corn  in  this  muni- 
cipality last  harvest  was  much  greater  than  the 
consumption,  one-half  of  which  has  been  consumed 
and  exported;  2nd.  There  is  a  large  quantity  of 
this  product  now  on  hand  ;  and  3rd,  there  remains 
a  great  quantity  to  be  gathered,  equivalent  to  the 
half  crop  above  mentioned.  If  the  provisional 
statistician  can  reduce  this  to  figures  we  shall  be 
under  many  obligations. 

— The  stories  about  hospital  treatment  in  Santos 
are  becoming  terrible .  A  friend  tells  us  that  a  man 
named  Beemer  sent  a  boy  to  the  Misericordia  on 
Friday  afternoon  with  fever.  On  Saturday  evening 
he  went  to  see  the  boy,  but  was  unable  to  find  any 
trace  of  him,  until  he  went  to  the  dead  house  where 
he  found  the  poor  lad  still  alive  and  conscious. 
The  boy  died  that  night,  but  the  ideaof  putting  him 
out  among  the  dead  so  long  before  death  is  enough 
to  make  one  wonder  what  kind  of  beings  these 
hospital  attendants  are.  They  certainly  have  not  a 
spark  of  human  sympathy  in  their  hearts,  -\nother 
story  is  to  the  effect  that  an  English  merchant  went 
to  the  cemetery  to  attend  the  burial  of  an  engineer 
whom  he  knew  personally,  On  arriving  at  the 
cemetery  he  had  the  coffin  opened  and  found  that 
he  was  burying  a  stranger.  The  difficulties  of 
getting  men  to  dig  even  the  shallowest  of  graves  has 
already  been  referred  to,  and  also  the  digging  up 
of  the  remains  of  former  burials.  The  whole  situa- 
tion is  a  blot  on  civilization,  and  is  an  indelible 
disgrace  to  the  country. 


Railroad    Notes 


—A  passenger  train  was  derailed  on  llie  Central 
railway  yesterday  at  kilometre  222.  Several  pas- 
sengers  were  severely  injured,  one  of  the  cars  was 
badly  smashed  and  the  other  much  damaged . 

—According  to  the  Jorital  do  Commercio  120 
car  loads  of  freight  were  delivered  at  die  Rio 
station  o(  the  Central  railway  for  shipment  on  ihe 
I3th.  We  fear  there  will  be  120  car-loads  of 
complaints  before  all  this  freight  reaches  its 
destination. 


—  Mr.  Paulo  Jose"  da  Costa,  a  S,  Paula  mer- 
chant, deals  in  fresh  cheeses  from  .Minas.  At 
least  he  did  do  so  and  endeavors  to  do  so  still. 
But  merchants  propose  and  the  railways  dispose, 
and  Mr.  Costa  says  that  for  some  time  past  his 
cheeses,  when  shipped  to  him  as  freight,  are  no 
longer  fresh  when  they  reach  him,  if  indeed  they 
are  so  fortunate  as  to  reach  him  at  all.  He  accor- 
dingly determined  to  have  them  shipped  as 
tncommmdas,  paying  on  a  lot  of  20  hampers  from 
Caxambii  to  S.  Paulo  58I000,  instead  of  14^000 
which  he  would  have  had  to  pay  if  they  had  been 
shipped  as  freight.  And  now  lie  is  sorry  he  did 
not  have  them  sent  on  pack-muies,  for  although 
eight  days  hail  elapsed,  on  the  8th  inst.,  he  was 
still  waiting  for  his  cheeses. 


COFFEE  AND  COCOA  fiV  PANAMA, 
Altenlion  is  bring  paid  (says  the  London  Grocer) 
to  ihe  planting  of  cocoa  and  coffee,  etc.,  in  Panama, 
one  company  having  a  large  number  of  ihe  young 
plan's  ol  the  various  classes  mentioned,  and  which 
are  ill  a  condition  of  vigorous  growth.  Good  to- 
bflCCO  has  already  been  produced  hy  ibis  company, 
and  the  crop,  well  cured,  was  manufactured  into 
cigars  of  a  lair  quality.  There  is  scarcely  any  doubt 
as  to  the  success  of  the  experiments  in  the  cultivation 
of  cocoa,  although  several  years  must  elapse  before 
ihe  results  can  be  properly  estimated.  With  colfee, 
of  which  about  15,000  plants  have  been  set  out 
during  ihe  year  and  carefully  attended  to,  llie  out- 
come is  nun  e  doublful,  as  the  conditions  of  soil  and 
climaie  are  not  favorable.  The  ground  on  which 
this  essay  111  coffee-growing  is  111  pi  ogress  is  only 
abmit  250  feet  above  sea  level  (an  elevation  not 
sufficient  in  Ihis  latitude),  while  ihe  soil  has  but 
slight  depth  of  loose  vegetable  mould,  resting  upon 
a  stratum  of  red  friable  clay,  which  has  for  its  base 
the  talpelate  ol  the  country— a  compact  indurated 
clay  or  rock,  impervious  to  water,  and  into  which 
llie  rods  of  the  plants  cannot  penetrate.  A  com- 
pany has  also  lieen  formed  for  the  cultivation  ol 
sugar-cane  and  llie  manufacture  of  us  products,  but 
it  has  not  yet  passed  beyond  ihe  stage  of  mere 
organization.  It  is  doubtful  if  there  are  good  lands 
for  the  growth  of  sugar-cane  in  the  immediate 
neighltorhood,  although  there  are  in  the  department; 
but  tobacco,  rubber,  cocoa,  and  textile  and  medi- 
cinal plants  may  be  cultivated  to  considerable  extent 
at  great  profit.

COFFEE  GFOWINu  IN  BRAZIL. 
Mr.  Scott  Blacklaw's  latest  instalment  of  the 
elaborate  and  deeply  interesting  notes  on  the 
progress  of  railways  and  agriculture  in  Brazil, 
with  which  for  years  back  he  has  enriched  our 
columns,  will  be  well  received  by  all  intelligent 
readers,  while  it  will  be  difficult  for  many 
of  our  planters  who  spent  the  best  part 
of  their  lives  in  the  culture  of  coffee,  to 
repress  some  feeling  of  envy  as  they  read  of  the 
prosperous  extensions  of  that  culture  in  virgin 
soil,  where  three-quarters  of  a  ton  per  acre  are 
yielded,  where  railway  facilities  are  present  with 
a  sufficiency  of  labour,  and  where  leaf  fungus  (of 
the  fatal  kind)  is  unknown.  I  here  seem  to  be 
scarcely  any  bounds  in  Brazil  to  the  area  of 
suitable  land  in  a  suitable  climate,  while,  hitherto, 
capital  for  railways  and  to  enable  the  planters 
to  procure  and  pay  for  labour  has  been  readily 
available,  But,  alas  !  Brazil,  which  under 
monarchical  government  enjoyed  peace  and  order, 
must  needs  follow  the  example  of  other  South 
American  states,  and  submit  to  a  dictatorship 
under  the  specious  guise  of  a  republic.  The  parallel 
is  complete  in  anarchy  and  loss  of  credit,  intrigue 
and  civil  strife  Mr.  Blacklaw,  of  course,  being  a 
stranger  in  the  land,  says  nothing  of  all  this.  But,  if 
his  valuable  communications  are  continued,  we  fear 
his  next  instalment  of  notes  will  bear  a  different 
aspect  to  the  sunshine  of  the  present,  — the  picture 
being  marked  by  the  shades  ol  the  arrest  and  deca- 
dence of  enterprise,  from  the  absence  of  capital 
and  the  labour  which  capital  alone  can  command. 
There  is  no  doubt  a  certain  amount  of  capital 
in  the  country  itself;  but  its  possessors  will  be 
just  as  unwilling  to  incur  risk,  in  the  present 
unsettled  state  of  government  and  politics,  as  the 
English  capitalists  on  whom  enterprise  in  Brazil 
has  been  and  is  so  largely  dependent.  Of  course 
matters  may  soon  settle  down,  and  a  strong  gov- 
ernment may  re-establish  peace  and  order.  But 
we  confess  our  fears  preponderate  over  our  hopes ; 
and  we  suspect  that  the  world  must  look  beyond 
Brazil  for  much  of  its  supplies  of  coffee.

—It  is  stated  that  President  Floriiino  Peixolo  has 
offered  the  governorship  of  Mat  to  Grosso  to  Gen. 

Matto  Grosso  is  certainly  a  large  stale, 
but  as  it  has  two  governors  already,  we  should 
think  it  might  manage  to  net  along  without 
troubling  the  President  to  send  it  .mother  one. 

— We  wish  to  call  the  Barao  do  Cayapo's  atten- 
tion to  the  report  that  his  Indians  are  attacking 
the  detachments  slammed  along  llie  telegraph  line 
between  Goyaz  and  Maito  Grosso.  This  little 
source  <>f  aboriginal  amusement  must  he  stopped, 
or  we'll  denounce  llie  Barao  as  a  "  sehastianist." 

— The  reported  revolution  in  Santos  last  week 
appears  to  have  culminated  in  a  pitched  battle  on 
Saturday  last  in  a  well-known  brokers'  office  in 
this  cily.  Like  the  Sanin  Cruz  affair  there  are  no 
deaths  to  report,  but  the  bruises  were  apparent 
enough  to  excite  much  admiration  on  lite  Ouvidor, 
— The  reduction  in  duties  on  flour  from  $5.62  to 
90  cents  a  barrel  in  Cuba,  under  the  reciprocity 
treaty,  has  led  to  an  enormous  increase  in  the  con- 
sumption of  that  article,  many  Cubans  now  be- 
coming bread-consumers  who  could  not  afford  it 

before.  This  is  one  of  the  benefits  of  reciprocity 
which  politicians  forget  to  take  note  of. 

— Partisans  of  ex-Gov.  Portella  met  in  this  city 
on  the  lllh  inst.  and  elected  an  executive  com- 
mittee composed  of  the  ex. governor,  federal 
senator  Braz  Carneiro  Nogueira  da  Gam  a,  federal 
deputy  Fonseca  Hermes,  ex-senalor  Dermeval  da 
Fonseca  and  ex-deputy  Joao  Pyrngiba.  They 
decided  to  organize  a  party  to  be  called  the  auto- 
nomista. 

—  Does  anyone  know  anything  about  the  Junta 
Militar  ?  It  seems  that  this  Junta,  whatever  it 
is,  has  the  power  to  order  the  arrest  of  people  and 
to  keep  them  in  prison  without  trial.  At  all  events 
the  chief  of  police  certifies  that  one  Gervasio  A.  de 
Sa  Carneiro,  who  was  arrested  on  the  30th  nit., 
continues  to  he  thus  held  in  custody  by  order  of 
that  Junta, 

— The  Combate  has  done  us  the  honor  of  de- 
nouncing The  Kio  News  lor  "  sehastianism " 
because  it  continues  to  use  the  title  "  Provincial 
Notes,"  Our  first  impulse  was  to  denounce  the 
editor  of  the  Combate  as  an  ass,  but  on  second 
thought  we  fell  that  it  would  be  most  unjust  10  a 
poor  bul  honest  quadruped  who  has  never  done 
anything  I  tad  enough  to  merit  such  an  association. 
When  llie  editor  of  the  Combale's  knowledge  of 
English  equals  his  conceit,  he  will  know  better 
than  to  make  so  silly  a  blunder  as  this. 

—The.  Diario  Official  of  the  12th  publishes  the 
following  :— "  The  alarming  reports  daily  circu- 
lated on  the  streets  and  repealed  by  citizens  devoid 
of  patriotism  and  untrue  to  their  civic  duties,  are 
entirely  without  foundation.  Under  the  presiden- 
tial system,  established  by  the  federal  constitution, 
the  resignation  of  secretaries  of  state  does  not 
imply  a  ministerial  crisis  and  still  less  an  alteration 
in  the  essence  and  form  of  the  government,  nor  can 
it  form  a  just  ground  for  conjectures  and  asser- 
tions in  relation  to  llie  government's  weakness. 
Even  when  .1  difference  in  views  produces  an  in- 
compatibility between  secretaries  of  siaie,  leading 
to  the  resignation  of  some  ol  their  number,  this 
■  does  not  in  the  slightest  degree  affect  the  security 
of  the  government,  internal  peace  and  order  or 
our  foreign  relations.  And  yet  such  is  the  slan- 
derous spirit  and  obstinate  perversity  of  those  who 
delight  in  the  misfortunes  ol  their  country,  that 
they  are  now  circulating  the  report  [hat  the  Gov- 
ernment intends  declaring  martial  law.  This 
report  is  utterly  false;  the  government  has  not  the 
slightest  intention  of  taking  such  -a  step.  It  is 
assuredly  persons  whose  interests,  promoted  by 
means  of  speculation  and  stock-jobbing,  have 
suffered  to  originale  the  injustifiable  complainls, 
rumors  and  assertions  that  alarm  the  people.  Let 
the  people,  however,  confide  in  the  government 
whose  words  and  acts  will  ever  be  dictated  by 
respect  for  truth  and  by  the  desire  to  delend 
national  guarantees."
